REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


The special committee to whom was re- 
ferred the question regarding the disposi- 
tion of the funds received from the Mich- 
igan United Traction Co, for the privilege 
of laying double track on Michigan ave, 
east, also the disposition of the refund 
received from the paving brick Co., due to 
defective brick furnished for the Michi- 
gan ave, east pavement, begs leave to re- 
port as follows: 

‘We find that the sum of $5,259.64 which 


was received from the M. U. T, for the 
privilege of laying double track on Mich- 
igan ave. east was placed to the credit of 
the Michigan ave. east paving fund and 
used for the purpose of retiring the city’s 
proportion of the Michigan ave. east pav- 
ing bonds instead of being considered as 
@ reduction in the cost of paving and ad- 
justed by a reduction in the special as- 
sessment roli so that the abutting prop- 
erty owners would have received their 
pro rata refund. We therefore recom- 
mend that this pro rata refund amount- 
ing to $2,156.45 be taken into considera- 
tion when making the special assessment 
covering the cost of repaving Michigan 
ave. east and the assessment against the 
abutting property be reduced accordingly.

timated defective brick furnishred for

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ANNUAL MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR. 


To the Members of the City Council: 
Gentlemen: 

Ae we are about to enter upon another 
year of administering the government of 
this city, I wish to say that I believe, ag 
officials and citizens, we have much upon 
which to congratulate ourselves—the steady 
and substantial growth of our city, the 
increase in our population and the gen- 
eral good character of such increase, the 
prosperous condition of such tncreage, and 
the comfortable condition of our working 
people as compared with those in some 
other cities in the country, should be very 
gratifying and an inspiration to continued 
and united effort on the part of all our 
people. 

Our city government has, I feel sure, 
improved in many ways and I wish to ex- 
press my appreciation to the members of 
the city council of 1916, of ,the faithful- 
ness with which they have fulfilled their 


trust and the intelligence and good judg- — 
ment with which they have met the con- 


stantly changing conditions which have 
confronted them. We are also much in- 
debted to the members of the various clty 
boards, and to the officers of the city for 
their loyai support and faithful service 
during the past year. 

I feel certain that we shall have the 
same earnest cooperation, the same un- 
failing loyalty from the new council, boards 
and city officers, and that our city will 
find itself at the close of another year, 
just a little further advanced toward that 
perfection for which we are aiming. I 
believe that the success of our city govern- 
ment depends to a large’ extent upon the 
harmonious spirit of ite officers and em- 
ployes, and upon the confidence which 
the public have in them. It igs my wish 
that every citizen, no matter how humble, 
should receive the courtesy and attention 
to which he is entitled when dealing with 
a city officer or employe. 


Public Utilities. 


It is my opinion that the privately own- 
ed public utilities of the city are keeping 
up with the growth of the city very well 
and for this we should give them the 
credit they deserve. Our own municipally 
owned plants have been obliged to expand 
very rapidly in order to give service to 
the rapidly increasing population of the 
city. We feel very proud of our electric 
light and water plants arfd are very 
thankful indeed that in thege daye of high 
prices, we are able to give our people 
water and electrictiy at lower rates than 
perhaps any other city in the state or 
United States, Let us give due credit to 
the very capable board in charge of that 
department and to the efficient executive 
force. ’ 


Parks. 


We have been proud of the property 
given us a few years ago by Mr. and Mrs. 
J. W. Potter to be used for park pur- 
poses and now known as Potter Park, but 
we have within the last few days been 
offered an additional gift from these 
friends of another plat of 27 acres.of land 
adjoining Potter Park which will make 


it one of the most beautiful pieces of land —. ~ 


in the vicinity for park purposes. We are 
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very grateful for this gift and for the 
generous spirit which prompted it, I 
trust we shall be able to’comply with the 
very reasonable conditions to make possi- 
ble its acceptance. . 

Qur other parks are being improved 
each year and brought to a greater degree 
ot perfection. If it should be the will 
of the people, we may during the coming 
year come into possession of certain prop- 
erty known as the Cowles property, which 
we have long coveted for park purposes, 
it being the only property now available 
for park purposes in a central location. 

In connection with parks, I desire to 
commend the advance made in playground 
and recreation work. I beileve that this 
movement is teaching the people to take 
advantage of the opportunities afforded 
them by our parks for rest and recreation, 
and this applies not only to the children 
but to our adult population, 


Health. 


Among the new undertakings of the city 
government is the new board‘of health or- 
ganized since my last annual message un- 
der the new charter regulations. I be- 
lieve this board hag done very efficient 
work, especially as they have had to face 
an unusual epidemic of scarlet fever dur- 
ing the winter. I urge all citizens to 
cordially cooperate with the board in this 
most important branch of administrative 
government, 


Finances. 


We have just completed our second year 
of working under our new comptrolling 
system, and there can be no question that 
it has demonstrated itself as being the 
most efficient method for a city of our alze 
to adopt. With such large sums of money 
being spent by so many different depart- 
ments, it seems absolutely necessary that 
a careful system of accounting be main- 
~tained. 

Our city as you all realize, has had an 
unprecedented growth and in order to 
meet the conditions with which we are 
confronted en account of this growth, we 
are somewhat embarrassed at times from 
a financial standpoint. I advice your hon- 
orable body to seriously consider the ad- 
visability of providing for bond issues to 
meet certain expenses and also to increase 
the limit for bonding on other proposi- 
tions. If, after careful consideration, you 
should feel that such q step is advisable 
in order that so much expense may not 
fall upon our taxpayers in any one year, 
you should provide for having the charter 
amended so that bonds may be issued for 
additional purposes and with less reatrict- 
tiona, 


‘Economy. 


Not every man and but few women can 
do military duty, but we can all do. some- 
thing which is just as important to help 
our country in the present crisis. We can 
conserve our labor, our food supply and 
materials of every kind so that our nation 
may not be handicapped in any way by 
shortages. As a nation we are accustom- 
ed to good iiving, and have never been 
calied upon to practice the small econo- 
mies which many nations of the world 
have been forced to practice. It is deem- 
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ead desirable at this time, however, that 
We voluntarily deny ourselves’ luxuries 
and unnecesgaries in order that Human 
energy may be devoted to the production 
of the necessities. 

This should apply not only to individuals 
but to our cities and towne. There are 
many improvements which are desirable 
and which we hope eventually to acquire, 
but the city, as well as the individual, 
must deny itself at this time so far as 
possibie for the sake of our country. 

There is a vast amount of work to be 
done during the year upon which we aro 
now starting which cannot be reasonably 
postponed, but I would advise that only 
the moat necessary improvements be at 


lutely necessary work advisable.

The following ordinance Introduced by 
Ald. Rullson was‘ read a first and sécond 
time by its title and referred:to the com- 
mittee on ordinanoes: 

An ordinance relative to. garbage and 
the collection and disposition thereof, 

The city of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1, Garbage, within the mean- 


ing of this ordinance, shall be construed ' 
. tO mean rejected’ food wastes, and to in- 


clude every refuse accumulation of animal, 
fruit or- vegetable matter, used or inténded 
for food, or that-attends the preparation, 
use, cooking, dealing in, or storing, of 
meat, fish, fowl, fruit or vegetables. 
Section 2.. From and after the Passage 
and taking effect of: this ordinanoe it shall 
be unlawful for any person to. deposit or 
Place any garbage, within the meaning of 
this ordinance, in any alley, street, river 
or other public place within the city of 
Lanaing; nor shall any person deposit or 
Place any garbage upon the private prop- 
erty, whether owned by such person or 
not, within the limtts of the city of Lan- 
sing, unless the same shal] be enclosed 
in a sultable Can, vessel, tank or. con~ 
tainer, such can, vessel, tank, or container

Section $. Such can, vessel, tank or 
container shell be suitable and of con- 
venient size to be handled by the garbage 
collector, and shall be kept in the rear of 
the house, atore or other building, or in 
the basement, area or passage way, sO 
as to be readily accesalble for collection, 
and never upon the street, alley, sidewalk 
or public place. Every such can, vessel, 
tank or container shall be promptly dellv- 
ered to the garbage collector when called 
for, and no person except for such pur- 
pose of removal shall in any manner in- 
terfere with such can, Vessel, tank or 
container, or with the contents thereof. 

Section ¢. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to place in any such can, vessel, 
tank or container, any glass, crockery, tin 
or metal, or any polsonous substance 
whatever; nor shall any garbage be 
Placed in any such can, vessel, tank or 
container until such garbage shall firat 
have been drained of any excess fluids. 

Section 5 No person, firm or corpora- 
tlon other than the city of Lanslng shall 
remove any garbage through the asatreets 
alleys or other public places or ways of the 
city of Lansing. r 

Section 6. For the purpose of syste- 
matically and in a sanitary manner, col- 
lecting, removing and disposing of all 
such garbage, the superintendent of pub- 
lic works is hereby charged and empow- 
ered to superintend the same, and ia 
hereby authorized and directed to secure 
competent help to promptly collect, re- 
move and dispose of said garbage as here- 
in contemplated. The superintendent of 
public works in the collection and dis- 
posal of the garbage of the city shall be 
subject to such rules and regulations aa 
the city council] by resolution may adopt. 

Section 7. The cost of the collection 
and disposal of the garbage of the city, 
except for can service as hereinafter pro- 
vided, shail be pald from the general city 
funds. The city shall provide the gar- 
bage cans or containers required by this 
ordinance, and the superintendent of pub- 
lic works shall collect in advance from 
the users of such cans a service charge 
to help pay the cost and maintenance of 
the same, as follows: One dollar for the 
period ending with any fiscal year; pro- 
vided, that the service charge for the 
balance of any fiscal year after Novein- 
ber 1 shall be but 50 cents. 

Section 8. Any person violating any of 
ordinance’ shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by 
a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
and the cost cf prosecution, and in de- 
fault of the payment of such fine and 
costs such person shall be imprisoned in 
the city penitentiary until such fine and 
costs are paid, but not exceeding 60 days- 

Section 9. This ordinance being deemed 
immediately necessary for the preserva- 


tion of the public peace, health and aafety 


{fs given immediate effect.

The physiology of 
the education of the body and of the mind, 
together renews and ennobles it through.

atories. The education of the body prepares 
the meana of balancing the grave damages 
that modern civilization inflects with the 
hard usage of the brain in the school, and 
the nervous system in the daily battle of 
life, that life stimulated and overwrought 
by the miseries that modern soclety en--: 
graves in organisme inherited in fortunes. 
and those iInjufed by tlhe great industries.

homes and the strengthening food. We 
need instruction for physical education 
who have strong vitality, instructors em- 
ployed by the State, in every corner of 
the country, in every community those 
who have sympathy.

thirty yeara. From time to time additions 
have been made to this plant until in the 
year 1916 it became evident that to prop- 
erly serve the people of Lansing it would 
be necessary to enlarge the entire plant, 
which the Company ‘has undertaken at a 
_ cost of approximately $350,000. From 1906 
to 1917 the population of Lansing and vi- 
cinity increased 125 per cent, whereas the 
estimate of increase tn 1906 by those in 
the best position to know was not over 75 


per cent. The difficuity of anticipating 
the needs of the City of Lansing are 
shown hy the following figures or growth:

All of the 
 bonde issued under this mortgage have 
been approved by the Michigan Railroad 
Commission. 
“ 4. From time to time bonds secured by 
_ the mortgage due Aprii 1, 1921, have been 
_ exchanged to retire the Lansing Gas Light 
Company bonds, and exchanges have been 
made from time to time of bonds of 1927 
for those of 1921, so that at this time the

& Under date of June 23nd, 1908, the 
City Oouncil of the City of Lansing 
granted to the Company a franchise ex- 
tending until the first of December, 1932, 
and repealing the former franchise, This 
franchise ~ fixes the net price of gas at 
ninety centa (90c) per thousand cubic feet 
from July lst, 1908, until the firat day of 
January, 1918, and from the first day of 
January 1918, until its expiration at 
Righty cents (80c) net per thousand cubi¢ 
feet. We believe this price is the lowest 
price charged in any municipality itn the 
United States of Ike pupulation except 
where there are large coak ovens having 
gas as a by-product and selling it to the 
distributing company, especially if you 
take into consideration the quality of the 
gas served and the high class service 
rendered to the consumers. 

6. The bonds secured by the mortgage 
due October 1, 1927, are the only securi- 
tles which the Company can issue for the 
purpose of paying for additions and bet- 
terments to its plant, extentions of maina, 
running of services and other capital ex- 
penditures, and by reason of the fact that 
said mortgage is a fourth Hen on the 
plant and property of the Company the 


bonds are not classed in the market as a’ 


high-grade security, and in addition to be- 
ing extremely difficult to seil, they com- 
mand a very low price. For the purpose 
of eniarging the plant begun in the year 
1918 and still under way it was necessary. 
for the President of the Company to per- 
sonally purchase the bonds, and to pay 
the Company therefor with funds secur- 
ed by him through loans made by bank- 
ers on his individual notes, The bonds 
carried by him aggregate $246,000.00 and 
it is impossible for him to take on any 
further obligations, 

7. To properly finance the obligations of 
the Company and take care of ita future 
needs so that it may keep pace with the 
rapid growth of Lansing and vicinity it 
ila absolutely necessary that a first mort- 
gage on the property be created under 
which bonds can from time to time be 
issued. This mortgage should be for a 
term of not leas than 25 years and esuf- 
ficlent bonds taken down to retire and pay 
off all of the outstanding bonds secured 
by the four mortgages referred to, which 
mortgages were all for short terms be- 
cause of the limited term of the franchise 
of the Company at the time the mortgages 
were created, 
than five years before the expiration of a 
franchise are not considered a good securi- 
ty and it is therefore necessary that this 
Company, in order to have a good maritet- 
abie bond, should have a franchise which 
shali expire December i, 1947, so that 
bonds dated in the year 1917, for a term 
of 25 years will mature five years before 
the expiration of franchise, 

8. Since the organization of this Com- 
pany all of its earnings after payment of 
operating expenses and fixed charges have 
been used in the up-building of the prop- 
erty, and in the eleven years of its opera- 
tion it has paid to its stockhalders only 
one dividend of one per cent, and there iz 
no money in the treagury to make and 
distribution to {te stockholders at  thig 
time. The record of the Company since 


Bonds which mature less - 
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1906 indicates that it has made expendl- 
tures in additions and betterments to its 
plant and property averaging $104,080.00 
per year, and its engineers estimate that 
expenditures at this rate will continue. It 
is impracticable to finance such expend- 
iturea by the sale of fourth mortgage 
bonds, and as above recited, no relief can 
be had from this condition unless’ the 
Company has a franchise of sufficient life 
to creat a new ‘nortgage securing an is- 
sue of 26-year bonds. 

9. This Company, through extraordinary 
efforta, ham succeeded in making’ the 
necessary additions to its plant and pro- 
perty to keep pace with the phenomenal 
growth of the City of Lansing, and since 
October 1, 1912, has paid for said addi- 
tions out of its earnings and through sales 
of said fourth mortgage bonds. Such sales, 
however, have been made at liberal dis- 
counts and at timea when there were 
good bond markets, but is has reached the 
limit of its resources in this particular, 
and from its experience in its attempts 
within the last year to make such sales 
knows that conditions have materially 
changed and investors who wili buy @ 
bond having a fourth lien are hard to find. 
The record of this Company aince 1906 
shows that tt hag kept pace with the 
growth of the City, but said record does 
not disclase the almost superhuman ef- 
forts of the operators of the property to 
get funds to pay for additions, The Caom- 
pany has now reached a point where it 
ia absolutely impossible for it to finance 
all of the additions, required by the rapid 
growth of the City of Lansing, unless it 
is put in position to iamue firat mortgage 
bonds en the property. 

IN CONCLUSION, we wish to cal} to 
the attention of the City of Lansing and 
ita people that after January lat next a cut 
in the price ef gas of ten cents (10c) per 
thousand takes place, In view of the high 
cost of gas making materials and of labor 
the Company ia not going to have the 
earnings to expend on its property that 
it has had in the past and, being compel- 
Jed ta sell a fourth mortgage bond, tt is 
going to be impossible for this Company 
to meet ail of the demands made upon it, 
unlesa the City of Lansing and the people 
thereof come to the front and assist um by 
the extention of this franchise.

This application is made absolutely 
necessary because of the rise in the price 
of coal, making it impossible for the com- 
pany to furnish heat on the basis of rates 
fixed In the original franchise. This ig 
conclusively shown by the attached earn- 
ings report, showing the effect that coal 
prices have had, and will ve, upon the 
earnings of -the company tn its steam 
heating department, such attached report 
being made a part of the application, 


.The attached earnings report has been 
made up for the years 1905, 1906, 1916 
and 1917, the latter being based upon the 
actual purchases made by the company 
up to the time of making the report, the 
balance of that year being estimated. In 
making up the total, while the amount 
of coal used each year has increased with 
the growth of the company, yet we have 
believed that the table would better illus- 
trate the aftuation if in the years 1905 and 
1806 we made the computation upon the 
same quantity of coal as used in 1916; in 
other words, the figures for 1916 are made 
upon the actual consumption of coal, and 
the same quantity has been used in illus~ 
trating the effect of the price in the years 
1905 and 1906. In 1917 the same is true 
as to the quantity of coal used and esti- 
mated.to be used the balanoe of the yéar, 
In 1905 coal was purchased at 10 cents 
per ton, with a freight rate of $1.85 per 
ton. These were the figures in aotual 
business. experience at that time, upon 
which the rates written into the fran- 
chise of. June 26, 1905, were based. [n 
1906 the price of coal had risen so that, 
with the freight added, the average price 
of the coal for the year, f, 0. b. Lansing, 
was $2.04. In the figures for 1916 the 
price of coal as given is the actual aver- 
age of all coal actually used. It is not 
meant that all of the coal was exactly the 
same price, but the figures used are cor- 
rect as to amount, and absolutely oorreot 
@s to the average price paid. In the fig- 
ures for 1917 the quantity of consumption 
is estimated at the same as 1916. One ooai 
contract held by the company expired 
April 1, 1917; another contract held expires 
July 31, 1917. The company has been un- 
able to get full deliveries under either. 
contract. In order to make up the neces- 
sary supply of coal the company has had 
to go into the market and purchase, This 
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hag made a variance in price, according — 
to the market, and a variance in freight 
rates according to the place from which 
the coal purchased had to be shipped. 
The average price for 1917 Is the average 
price of the coal purchased on the mar- 
ket outside of the contract coal, and as 
the second and remaining contract will 
explre July 81 it will be necessary to pay 
an average price of not less than $65.63 
per ton, f. o. b. Lansing, to get the quan- 
tity of coal needed for the coming heating 
season, 

The last table of figures is based on the 
price of coal fixed on the best judgment 
of experienced men as to what the price — 
of coal may be. While at the presents 
time these prices are more or -less arbi-| 
trary, when taken as a basis of illustra-5s 
tlon, yet the fact remains that information—_ 
possessed by the company makes it possi-< | 
ble and entirely probable that the price2 
may even exceed that amount within the? 
next year, and, therefore, the basis of de-° 
termining rates as presented In this pro-<~ 
posed amendment is so arranged as to£ 
adapt itself to the actual conditions ats 
any given time.

Sec. 3, No person, firm, or corporefion 
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shall move any bullding Into, upon or 
across any street or other public place in the 
city of Lansing unless lcensed as aforesaid. 
In addition to being licensed as above pro- 
vided, such person so licensed shall apply 
to the city council for a permit for each 
building to be moved, specifying the lo- 
cation from and to which such building is 
to be moved and the route over which it 
is proposed to move such building, the 
dimensions of the same and the length of 
*time required to do the work, 

Such application for a permit shall be 
referred to the committee on streets and 
the elty forester for one week previous to 
the time of taking action thereon, who 
shall investigate the route and determine 
whether the size of the building, the ap- 
plicant’s equipment, and all other condl- 
tiong are such that the building can be 
moved within the time apecified in the ap- 
plication and in such manner as not to In- 
jure streets, pavements, sidewalks, trees 
or other property, along the route, and 
said street committee and city forester in 
its report to the council may recommend 
a route other than that contained in the 
pplication if deemed more advantageous to 
he city. No bullding shall be moved unless 
permit therefor be granted by the city 
council, and then only in accordance with 
the permit granted. 

Bach applicant granted permission to 
move a building or other structure as 
aforesaid shall before any work is com- 
menced, pay to the city clerk the sum of 
two dollars a day for the firat two days, 
five dollars a day for the third day and 
ten dollars a day for the fourth day and 
every day thereafter for the use of the 
city streets, for the length of time re- 
quired to do the work. In case more time 
ig required than is stated to be required 
in the application, there shall first be 
paid by the applicant to the city clerk the 
further sum of five dollars a day for each 
additional day; Provided, if the time re- 
quired exceeds three days, the applicant 
shall pay the city clerk in advance the 
sum of ten dollars a day for each and 
every day exceeding three daya for the 
use of the city streets; Provided further, 
that if the full time stated in the appli- 
cation is not required in moving the build- 
ing or structure, there shall be paid back 
to him by the city upon the order of the 
city council the amount paid in excess of 
the amount required for such time, and in 
computing time herein all fractions of a 
day shall be treated as one day. 

Sec, 4 It shall be the duty of ‘the 
person, firm or corporation se licensed 
and permitted, to move such building with 
all possible dispatch, and in such a man- 
ner jéast calculated to obstruct public 
travel on atreets so occupied. 


No building while berng moved shall be 
left standing over any street crossing or 
street intersection at any time; and if it 
shall be necessary for such building to 
stand over night in any street or public 
place the person having charge thereof 
shall place good and sufficient Nght, shin- 
ing a bright red light upon the same as 
a warning to persons passing Over such 
street of the situation thereof, and such 
light or tighta shall be kept burning dur- 
ing the night.

Each applicant granted permission to 
move a pbuilding or other structure as 
aforesaid shall before any work is com- 
menced, pay to the city clerk the sum of 
two dollars a day for the firat two days, 
five dollars a day for the third day and 
ten dollars a day for the fourth day and 
every day thereafter for the use of the 
city streets, for the length of time re- 
quired to do the work. In case more time

The city treasurer shali render to the 
city counctfi on the first Monday of every 
month, and more often if required, a re- 
port of the amount received and credited

atte month and the amount of credit 
remaining in each fund on the day of his 
report. The books and accounts the 
city treasurer shali at ali ‘reasonabi¢ 
hours be open for inspection. The treas- 
urer shall exhibit to the city councii at 
the iast regular meeting in the month of — 
Aprii, a full account of the receipts and — 
expenditures, after the date of his, or t 
last annual report, and aiso the, state of = é 
the treasury which account shail be re- 
ferred to a committee for examination, and 
if found correct shail be filed and pub- _— 
lished,”’ 

It will be noted that the provisions of 
these sections are so broad that it ig 
mandatory for the ecity treasurer to keep 
practically a full set of, accounts, with the 
exception of inventories, receivables ‘and 
liabilities (exclusive of special and trust 
funds), but does not make it mandatory 
to keep the records on a revenue and ex- 
penditure basis inasmuch as he was sup- 
posed theoreticaily to have oniy cash items 
on his books. 

The sections governing the duties of the 
city auditor read as, foilows: 


Section 111 

The city auditor shail be the account- 
ant of the city hall. He shail open an 
account with the city treasurer, in which 
he shall charge said treasurer with the 
whole amount of taxes, general and spe- 
ciai levied in the city, all moneys ap- 
propriated, raised or received for each of 
‘the severa} funds of the corporation; also 
the whole amount in detail of all bonds, 
notes, mortgages, leases,: rents, interest 
and other moneys receivable, and credit 
him for all the warrants drawn thereon, 
keeping a separate account with the debits 
and credits for each fund, chargifig every 
warrant drawn to the account of the par- 
ticular fund constituted or raised for the 
specific purpose for which said warrant is 
drawn, in order that it may be known at 
his office when each fund has been ax- 
hausted, and what balance, if any, May. 
remain therein, and the vaiue and dleacrip- 
tion of all personai property belonging to 
the corporation may at any time be 
known. He shall enter upon his books the 
number of all receipts, issued by the city 
treasurer for taxes or other moneys be- 
longing to the city, also the name of the 
person entered in said receipt, the amount 
of the same, giving each fund designated 
in said receipt, credit for the amount 
noted therein; he shall also countersign all 
ordera for the payment of all moneys out | 


i 
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of the city treasury issued by the city 
clerk, on clerk of any city board, or from 
any other department, after having aascer- 
tained from the minutes, that it has been 
legally appropriated by the city council, 
or the board or departments having sup- 
ervision over the respective departments 
from which the order was issued, and 
shall enter them in his books, charging 
the amount of the same, to the fund on 
which said order ts drawn. He shall keep 
& complete set of books, exhibiting the 
financial condition of the city, with all 
the resources and Habilitles by funds in 
detail. 


He shall audit the accounts of the water 
works and electric light commission, city 
clerk, superintendent of public works, city 
engineer, justice of peace, and all other 
departments of the city that may now or 
hereafter be charged with the duty of re- 
celving or expending any funds of the 
city, at least once each month and more 
often, if so directed by the mayor or city 
council, and he shail make a monthly re- 
port to the city council, certifying to the 
condition of the books and accounts of the 
various departments of the city so audited 
~by him. 

When any fund or appropriation has 
been exhausted, by & warrant drawn 
thereon, or by appropriations or liabil- 
ties and expenses actually made or con- 
tracted for, and to be paid out of such 
appropriation, the auditor shall advise the 
city council thereof at its next 
meeting. He shail also keep a list of all 
property real, personal and mixed, be- 
longing to the corporation, and of all 
debts and liabilities, in order that the 
amount of the money and Habilitlies of the 
corporation may, at any time, be known 
at his office; and shall perform such other 
‘lutfes as the council, by ordinance or rea- 
olution, may prescribe, and such other 
duties as are prescribed by this charter. 

There have been some slight changes 
made at times dealing with details and 
tending to reduce duplication ag far as 
possible, but none have been attempted 
which really deal with the fundamental 
errors. 

It will be noted that section 111 states 
emphatically that the auditor must keep 
a “complete set of books exhibiting the 
financial condition of the city,” but it 
will be also observed that it is the theory 
that it is essential for the Treasurer and 
Auditor to run an absolutely duplicate set 
of records in connection with ‘all moneys 
appropriated, raised or received for each 
fund of the city,’ in order, to provide an 
internal audit or check upon the treas- 
urer. The theory reads well and in actual 
practice affords doubtless some measure 
of protection, provided, however, the 
auditor keep a complete set of controlling 
records of each source of income to allow 
a ready audit of incomes as an assurance 
that all receipts have passed through his 
hands for signature. It does not provide 
for any audit of the auditor in connection 
with the funding of expenditures, inven- 
tories, etc., except by the employment of 
an outside auditor at an inadequate com- 
pensation once a year who cannot possibly 
be familiar with the many details and ac- 
tivities of the city. 

This section also makes mandatory, a 
comptete duplication on the  auditor’s 


books, of every entry upon the treasurer's 
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books, a procedure entirely unnecessary | 
and resulting in greatly increased ex oA 
pense for clerical heip and books of ac- — 
count. No private corporation o 
dream of running a dual set of accounts, — 
one in charge of the secretary and the 
other kept by the treasurer.

Further, said 
applicant shall pay to the city clerk the 
sum of $3.00 for one table or bowling alley 
so to be kept, operated or maintained and 
where more than one table or bowling alley 
is kept, operated or maintained, the sum 
of $1.00 shall be charged for each such

To Our Steam Heat Costumers: 

The price for steam heat used during 
the month of December has been fixed 
at 75 cents, net, for the first 100,000 
pounds; 70 cents, net, for all over 100,000 
pounds of condensation; 10 per cent of 
gross bill to be added for collection 
charges if same are not paid on or before 
the tenth of January. 

It will be noted that this rate is less 
than the rate to which ninety per cent 
f the steam hest users consented last 

‘1. 

On the basis of 2 1-2 cents per 1,000 
pounds of condensation for each 25 cents 
increase in the price of coal, the rate 
would be 80 icents, net, instead of 76 cents 
and 70 cents per 1,000 pounds of steam. 

We do .not know whether the price 
fixed will be sufficient to properly safe- 
guard your supply of neat, but in our 
desire to keep It as low ag absolutely pos- 
sible, we are running the risk of being 
below the necessary rate. 

Your attention is called to the fact that 
76 cent and 70 cent rate, effectlve for the

feet will result in losses to such an extent

On the other hand the committee is 
aware that the world-wide war has cre- 
ated conditions in this country, aa well as 
elsewhere, such as never existed before 
and as are not likely again to exist in the 
future. It is a fact algo, and of this every 
person of even ordinary observation isa 

“@gware, that the scarcity of fuel is such 
as to render the continued operation of 
many plants almost an impossibility, not 


alone on account of the inability to 
secure an adequate supply, but on 
account of prohibitive prices as 
well. Your committee is therefore dis- 


posed to treat the representations made 

by the Gas company relative to the inabil- 

ity to produce, for the benefit of the in- 

habitants of this city, gas at 80 cents, as 
. being made in good faith. 

Laying aside, therefore, for the time be- 

ing the question of the extent to which 
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the people of this city, and the city coun- 
oll as thelr representatives, may go in re- 
quiring the company to atrictly observe 
the terms of the franchise under which 
it is operating, your committee feels that 
it is desirable and ddvisable that an in- 
vestigation be entered upon with a view 
to affording the Gas company an oppor- 
tunity to lay before the council, as the 
representatives of the people, the true 
condition of its affairs insofar as they per- 
tain to its ability to furnish gas at the 
lower rate presoribed by the ordinance. If 
the company shall refuse to avail itself 
of this opportunity, or doing so shall be 
unable to demonstrate to the satisfaction 


of the people of this city the 
justice of the position which it. 
has announced in its communication to 


the council, then in such event this coun- 
cil will feel fully justified in taking whate 
ever steps may be necessary to require @ 
strict observance of the terms and condi- 
tions of the franchise-ordinance under 
which the company is operating its plant. 


If your honorable body shall concur in 
the views of your committee then the 
committee suggests that the mayor in 
naming a committee chosen from the 
council be authorized to add to such 
committee, five representative citizens 
taken from the body of the people at 
large; and that such joint committee at 
once confer with the officlals of the com- 
pany relative to the inquiry herein reoom- 
mended, and that such joint committee 
report its findings and recommendations 
to this council at as early a date as prace- 
ticable.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS, 


By Ald, Ferruson— 


Resolved by the city counci! of the city 
of Lansing: 

That this council, by a three-fifths vote 
of the members-elect propose that sec- 
tlens seventy, one hundred seven, and six- 
ty-one, of .the city charter of the city of 
Lansing, be amended so that the same 
Shall read as follows: 

Section 70. The city council] shall, on or 
before the first day of November, in each 
year, elect a special auditor, who shall 
not be connected, either directly or in- 
directly, with the city government, The 
said special auditor shali perform the du- 
ties prescribed in connection with the ex- 
amination of the financial affairs of the 
city, by the council, not inconsistent with 
this charter. The said special auditor 
shali receive such compensation as shall 
be prescribed by the city council, not to 
exceed one hundred fifty dollars in any one 
year. 

‘It shall be the duty of the special audl- 
ter, prior to the last Tuesday in the month 


of December, in each year to examine the - 


accounts of all officers of the city and per- 
sons having claims against the city, or ac- 
counts with it, and such special auditor 
shall make out a statement in detail, of 
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the receipts and expenditures of the city 
during the preceding year, which state- 
ment shall include ali of the data and in- 
formation to be set forth in the etatement 
which is required to be made by the city 
council, in accordance with the provisions 
of this section. When such statement is 
prepared by the special] auditor, {t shall be 
submitted to the city council for its con- 
sideration. The said special auditor shall 
accompany such asatatement with any and 
all such information as may be required 
by the city counctl, or as shall be neces- 
sary to a full understanding of the finan- 
Cial affairs of the city, together with sug- 
gestions and recommendations with refer- 
ence to the method of keeping the city ac- 
counts. The report of the special auditor 
shall be published in such manner as the 
city council may direct. 

On the last Tuesday In the month of 
December in each year, the city council 
shall audit and settle the accounts of the 
city treasurer, and the accounts of all 
other officers and persons having claims 
against the city or accounts with it, and 
shall make out a statement in detail of the 
receipts and expenditures of the city dur- 
ing the preceding year, in which statement 
shall be clearly and distinctly specified the 
several items of expenditures by the city 
councii; the object and purposes for which 
the same were made, and the amounts of 
money collected or expended under sepa- 
rate heads; the amount of. taxes levied 
and assessed for every fund, whether by 
genera! or epecial levy or agssessmient; the 
amount of money collected as the result 
of any general or special assessment; the 
amount borrowed on the credit of the city, 
and the terms upon which same was ob- 
tained, and any and all such further in- 
formation as shall be- necessary to a full 
understanding of the financial affairs of 
the city. The statement required by the 
provisions of this section shall, after ap- 
proval by the city council, be signed by the 
mayor and city clerk, and filed and kept 
in the office of the city clerk. 

Section 107. The city treasurer_shall 
render to the city council on the first 
Monday of every month, and more often, 
if required, a report of the amount re- 
ceived arid credited by him to each fund; 
and on what accounts received; and the 
amounts paid out by him from each fund 
during the preceding month, and the 
omount of credit remaining in each fund 
on the day of his report. The books and 
accounts of the city treasurer shall at all 
reasonable hours be open to inspection. 
The treasurer shall exhibit to the city 
counci] at the last regular meeting in the 
month of December, a full account of the 
receipts and expenditures, after the date 
of his, or the fast 4nnual report, and also 
the state of the treasury, Which account 
shali be referred to a committee for ex- 
amination, and, if found to be correct, 
shall be filed and published. 


Section 61. No license shall be granted 
for any term beyond the first Monday in 
January next thereafter, nor shall any 
license be transferable except as may be 
provided by general law and this charter. 
The councii may provide by ordinance, for

The special committee appointed by the 
mayor on January 2nd, under authoriga- 
tion of the council, to consider the com- 
munication of the Lansing Fuel & Gas 
company relative to continuing the rates 
for gas prevailing prior to January Iat, 
last, begs to submit the following report 
and recommendation: 

“In response to requests for stated in- 
formation the company on or about Janu- 
ary 29th submitted to this committee the 
report of W. A. Clader, a certified public 
accountant, showing tne condition of the 
company’s books for the period June 1, 
1914, td November 306, 1917. 

“On January 29th a meeting was had 
at which the menibers of the special com- 
mittee were present, as were also Joseph 
A. Siattery, vice president, and Clark R. 
Graves, general manager, respectively, of 
the Lansing Fuel & Gax» company, and H. 
S. Schutt, general manager of the prop- 
erties operated by ©. H. Gliest, W. A, 
Clader and Milton O. Payne. At the meet- 
ing the report prepared by W. A. Ciader 
Was gone into in detail, the various state- 
ments ‘being reported stenographically, 4 
transcript of which is herewith submitted. 

“Thereafter, and on February 6th a 
further meeting was hetd, this committee 
and Messrs. Siattery, Payne and Graves 
being present. 

“In carrying on its investigation the 
committee has been confined entirely to 
the showing made and submitted by the 
company, the resolution authorizing the 
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appointment of the committee carrying 
no appropriation for an independent ex- 
amination or investigation of the com- 
pany’s business. 

“From Mr. Clader’s statement taken 
from the books of the company and the 
oral amplification thereof submitted by 
him, it would seem that the company rs 
unable under present conditions to fur~ 
nish gas at the rate now prescribed by its 
franchise. 

“This finding, it must be remembered, 
is based entirely on the showing submit- 
ted by the company. 

“The committee therefore is disposed to 
submit to ydur honorable body, and 
through you to the people of Lansing, the 
followlng recommendations: 

“First, that your honorable body make 
provision for securing as soon as practi- 
cable a full and complete examination of 
the property and business of the Lansing 
Fuel & Gas company as of January 1, 1918.

f am unable to agree with those mem- 
bers of the committee who find from Mn 
Clader’a statement taken from the books 
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of the company that the company is un- 
able to furnish gas at the rate now pre- 
scribed by its franchise. 

In examining Mr. Clader’s atatements, I 
am of the opinion ‘that it is the duty of the 
committee to go farther than to merely 
verify the mathematical correctness of the 
figures he has set down and of his addi- 
tions and subtractions. I think we would 
inquire into the fairness of the items of 
the account which enter into the coat of 
production, so far at least as we are able 
to do so on the face: of that account as 
exemplified and explained by the officers 
of the company at the hearing on January 
80, 1918.

If wea 
get only one-eleventh of his attention, I 
say the salary of $12,000 is unreasonable, 
and, as it stands in the way, to some ex- 
tent, of the Lansing company being able 
to carry out its contract with the city, we 
are vitally interested.

issued in such denominations and payable 
at such times as the city council shall 
direct not exceeding twenty years from 
the date of issue. 


“No such bonds shall be issued by the 
city councll for any such purpose unless 
the amount of such bond issue shall have 
heen determined by a majority vote of the 
taxpaying electors of the city voting 
thereon at an election, elther general or 
special, to be held at the time, place and 
manner provided for in this charter. 


“Such bonds shall be designated ‘City 
of Lansing Bridge Bond,’ ‘City of Lansing 
Public Building and Grounds Bond,’ ‘City 
of Lansing Paving Kond,’ ‘City of TLan- 
sing Sewer Bond,’ or otherwise as the case 
may be. Ail prerniums secured from the 
sale of bonds ehall be credited to the con- 
tingent fund of the city. . The city council 
shall nct have the power to authorize new 
bonds to take up such original bonde, and 
the money borrowed, and the avails of 
the bonds so sold, shall be applied for no 
other purposes; provided, however, that 
the city council shall have power to 
authorize new bonds of a less denomina- 
tion, and for a less rate of interest, if 
deemed advisable, and such new issue of 
bonds shall not be redeemahblé at any lesa 
or longer time than the original issué~’ 

Section 341. The council, by ordinance, 
shali prescribe, or the people, by ordinance 
duly initiated and approved under the pro- 
vision of this charter may prescribe, the 
procedure t9 acquire or construct any pub- 
iic utility. 

Before any such utility mentioned in 
this chapter shall be acquired, owned, 
operated and malntained, and before any 
such mortgage bonds therefor shall be is- 
sued, the city council shall by ordinance 
provide a sinking fund by setting aside 
such percentage of the gross or net earn- 
ings of such public utility as may be 
deeried arfficient for the p:yment at ma- 
turity of the mortgage bonds issued on ac- 
count of such utility.’’

T wish to advise that severa) of the 
appropriations made by your body for the 
expenses of the different departments of 
the city for the year ending April 30th, 
1918, are practically exhausted and some 
overdrawn. I particularly refer to the 
poor department. which f believe will 
need an additional appropriation of ap- 
proximately $4,000.00 and the _ public 
works department for cleaning of streets 
etc., about the same amount while others 
will need a small additional approprja- 
tion to carry them through the fiscal year. 
Extraordinary demands have been made 
upon the poor department and the public 
works department due to our severe win- 
ter. Relative to the resolution passed by 
your body a short time ago with Tegard 
to the réduction in fire insurance rates in 
the city of Lansing, by the securing of 
certain apparatus, etc., for the fire depart~ 
ment, will state that if your body will 
pass a resolution relative to placing an 
amount in the next budget sufficient to 
purchase ,the aerial truck as has been 
mentioned previously, the board of police 
and fire commissioners will have about 
$3,000 or more which they wiil transfer 
for above purposes, Also by getting the 
order for the aerial truck in at a much 
earlier date than could be done by wait- 
ing for the ssing of the next budget, I 
believe it will make a saving for the city.

Subject: In reply to Mr. H. 8. Schutt, Gen- 
eral Manager: 


As I recollect it, I told you about the 
10th of March that as soon as my health 
would permit I was going to Lansing .to 
lay before the Council and people of Lan- 
sing the cold, bare facts in regard to the 
gas situation, but instead of recuperating 
and becoming strong enough to make the 
trip I was taken with a more serlous sick 
spell, and, as I belleve now it will be im- 
possible for me to recover sufficiently to 
enable me to travel to Lansing before the 
first of May, I have concluded to dictate 
the facts to you in a letter, and will ask 
you to go to Lansing and present these 
facts for me to the Council and citizens. 
Belng the largest stockholder and the 
President of the Company it is clearly my 
duty to give these facts to the people 
without afily further delay. 

My first statement will be that when we 
accepted this franchise under which we 
are now operating our situation was such 
that it was imperative that we secure a 
franchise at once for a term of years that 
would enable us to finance ourselves at 
that time. We vere building a new gas 
works, which required large sums of 
money, and in order to secure this money 
it wags necessary for us to sell securities, 
and to sell the securities we had to have 
at least a twenty-five year franchise. As 
the people of Lansing will recall we 
started in to secure this franchise in Au- 
gust, 1907, and the franchise was not 
granted untill the latter part of June, 1908. 
There was no construction work done up- 
on the gas works during that time. We 
were compelled then to accept the fran- 
chise that was given us, although we 
stated to the Council we believed the time 
would come when it would be impossible 
to operate under it, but, as I have said 
before, this was the best we could obtain. 
When the present franchise was granted 
prices for material and labor were nor- 
mal, and, as yau know, were much less 
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than they are today. I belleve I am safe 
in saying that every gas operator in the 
country at that time expected that the 
cost of gas making would decrease rather 
than increase, as’ it was cur idea that if 
we could create a large volume of busi- 
ness it would bring the cost of gas down, 
but, the fact is, that, although we have 


increased the business In Lansing untll we 


have a-large volume, the cost has steadily 
gone up, and even at the price of 90 cents, 
with the large amount of business we have 
done In Lansing, the Company would not 
have been able to maintain itself, had I 
not loaned them my personal credit, which 
I have done for the past ten years. 

Further, I want to say that we have 
given the people of Lansing as good ser- 
vice at 90 cents as could have been given 
at any price. There is no city in the 
United States that has enjoyed better 
servicegaor a better quality of gas for the 
past ten years than has been the case 
with Lansing, and you willl recall, Mr. 
Schutt, that I have often said to you that 
if we would continue to treat the people 
of Lansing as fairly as we were treating 
them, lt was my belief that they would 
reciprocate and do the right thing by us, 
and I fuliy believed that until we attempt- 
ed to secure an extension of our present 
franchise last year. 

The purpose of securing this extension was 
due to the fact that I had maitie a con- 
tract with some banking houses to retire 
all of the outstanding bonds and place 
one new issue of bonds on the property, 
which would be a striotly First Mortgage 
bond, and would sell at a fair price, and 
this would have enabled us to secure 
money at a much lower rate, which we 
believed at that time would finance the 
Company for a term of twenty-five years. 
All the citizens of Lansing know that this 
movement was defeated at the poils, but, 
due to the extraordinary increases in costs, 
we know now we would not have been able 
to sell gas at 80 cents even if the fran- 
ehise had carried. 

The reduction In rate which the fran- 
ehise called for was to take place on Jan- 
uary 1, 1918. We then found it would 
not be possible for the Company to live 
and sell gas at 80 cents. The same con- 
dition that exists today we believe will 
exist for some time to come, 

Two years ago you came to me and 
said, “It ig going to be necessary to en- 
large our works in order to furnish the 
required amount of gas that Lansing is 
going to demand, and to give satisfac- 
tory service." Whereupon, plans were 
drawn and contracts made for the con- 
struction of this new work, and, as you 
know, it was impossible to sell our secur- 
ities, and it was necessary for me per- 
sonally to take these securities and ad- 
vance the cash for the erection of the new 
work, Today there is no city in the Uni- 
ted States that has a more up-to-date 
plant than has the city of Lansing. 

Over a year ago we decided there was 
going to be trouble in securing coal, and, 
as yOu are aware, we set to work bullding 
up a coal supply so that we would be as- 
sured of having coal enough to supply the 
gas works and give uninterrupted service. 
You know the trouble we had in building 
up this coal pile, and the people of Lan- 
sing should realize that they received the 
benefit during this past winter, when at no 


time was our plant in danger of being 
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shut down for lack of raw materials. We 
had built up our reserve of coal to a point 
of absolute safety, and, as you know, I 
personally financed the coal pile, but in 
the latter part of January of this year I 
felt that I could see sufficient danger in 
the situation in Lansing to cause me to 
withdraw the lending of my personal 
credit to the company. This, as you are 
well aware, made it necessary for us to 
notify the coal people that I had with- 
drawn my personal guarantee, and, aa I 
understand it, there has been no coal 
shipped to the Lansing Gas Campany since 
then, and the Company is now running 
entirely upon its stock of coal that we had 
built up ag a reserve, which coal shouid 
have been left intact for emergency pur- 
poses, as we belleve that during this com- 
ing winter the coal situation, especially 
with reference to gas coal, will be even 
more serious than it was during this past 
winter, and unless every effort is made 
from now on to secure every car of coal 
and oli possible there wiil be trouble, 

At this time I want to raise the point 
that if the Lansing Gas Company serves 
the people of Lansing it is going to be 
necessary for the people, the city and the 
Gas Company to work “shoulder to should- 
er,” without any dissension whatever, in 
order for the Company to “get by,” and 
any delay whatever in coming to this kind 
of an understanding may place a terrible 
hardship on the people of Lansing ag well 
as on the Company, resuiting in great suf- 
fering to the people, 

The city of Lansing has elected a man 
for the head of ita government who has 
promised them 80 cent gas, and no doubt 
he will do everything in his power to 
menace the Company in an endeavor to 
compel them to furnish gas at 80 cents, 
and therefore it is going to be up to us 
to protect ourselves to the best of our 
ability. The things we are going to be 
compelled to do are not to our liking, but 
we belleve that no blame should be attach- 
ed to us if we fight for what we are oom- 
pelled to have, as it was impossible when 
we accepted this franchise under which 
we are operating for us to foresee the 
present conditions. If the Gas Company 
had been paying dividends to its stook- 
holders or had piled up profits to fall back 
upon in a contingency of this kind, the 
situation would be different, but it has not 
paid dividends on the stock, and has been 
compelled to use every dollar it hag made 
for reinvestment in the property. The 
fact is, the Company has skimped along 
on §$0-cent gas for ten years. The gtock- 
holders of this Company have never re- 
ceived any benefit from its operation. I, 
personally, have lent the Company every 
dollar I can possibly lend it, so the Com- 
pany has now, even in the face of these 
times, to stand upon its own credit. Un- 
lesa there is some way of securing ship- 
ments of raw materials at once, the plant 
will be obliged to cease operation very 
soon, and, unless the peorle of Lansing 
are going to work with me in endeavoring 
to straighten out this situation, they can 
not expect me to iend the Company my 
credit and guarantee the payment for these 
raw materials. If we are attacked with 
suits and hampered in the way we are 
lUkely to be, we have reached a danger 
point where no one cares to assume these 


- responsibilities, 


“Puble Service,” a newspaper, has been 
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compiling recent rate increases granted to 


public utility corporations. [t lista 473 
such increases up to about the middie of 
March. Of this number 209 are gas com- 
panies and had their rates increased. Of 
the 209 gas companies that have had their 
rates increased I have been able to ‘find 


only four that were selling gas at a price - 


as low as 90 cents, before the increase was 
granted, and not one whose price has been 
reduced. Why is it that some of the peo- 
ple of Lansing expect the Lansing Gas 
Company to be able to serve gas at a 
cheaper rate than any other company in 
the United States? 

The one industry in Lansing that every 
man, woman and child should aid in 
guarding today is the Gas Company. They 
have needed it up to date, but from now on 
it is going to be a necessity In the come 
munity, because without it there f& bound 
to be great suffering for the want of fuel, 
and yet, apparently the citizens do not 
realize the datiger confronting them. I am 
more than surprised that the business men 
of Lansing have not seen this situation 
coming on, and insisted that the drastic 
provisions of our franchise be eliminated 
for the safety of their community, but I 
have not heard a word. Lincoln “said, 
“The man who stands by and says noth- 
ing when the peril of his Government is 
discussed cannot be misunderstood. If 
not hindered he is sure to help the enemy,” 
and the man who taiks with “buts” and 
‘*‘ife’’ and “ands” is more dangerous to the 
situation that we face in Lansing than is 
the enemy. This is pretty strong doctrine, 
but personally I beileve it applies to the 
business men who see one of their insti- 
tutions which directly involves the en- 
tire community imperiled, and are stand- 
ing by without raising their voices in pro- 
teat. The point I really want to make is 
that if nothing is done and real suffering 


comes, I want the blame to rest where it 


belongs, and not on the Company. The 
blame must rest with the citizens of Lan- 
sing themselves, unless they act, and act 
quickly, 

We want to thank the City Council for 


“the fair way it has treated us, and while 


the City Council recommended to the peo- 
ple that they should continue to pay 90 
cents net per thousand cubic feet for gas 
until July 1, 1918, no steps were taken by 
the City officials to legalize such rate. 
The new Mayor is committed to the propo- 
sition of compelling the Company fo fur- 
nish gas at 80 cents net per thousand 
cubic feet. It is possible that immediately 
after his inauguration he will take some 
steps to carry out his promise to the peo- 
ple. Under the circumstances, it is nec- 
essary for the Company to decide, deftnite- 
ly on a policy, which policy ig not to our 
liking, but we must defend and preserve 
our property. 

I will request you go to Lausing as soon 
as possible, and lay these facts squarely 
and honestly before the Councii and the 
peopie. You have already demonstrated 
to them that it is Impossibie for the Com- 
pany to furnish 600 B. t. u. gas at 80 cents 
per thousand cubic feet net. I want you 
now to explain to them that no extensiong 
of mains can be made and no more services 
can be run, and that it is impossible for 
the Company to operate under the present 
franchise and live up to its requirements. 
Hither the Council of Lansing can annul 
the present franchise and. relleve us from 
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its burden, or you may instruct the man- 
ager of the Company at Lansing to cut 
down the quality of gas on the first day 
of May of this year, and seli 80 cents 
worth of gas for 80 cents, and he wili also 
‘have to curtail the service to a point 
where the Company will not be operating 
at a@ loss. 

Your propositions to the city council and 
the people should be «s follows: © 

1. It is impossible for this company to 
manufacture and sell 600 B. t. u. gas at 80 
cents net per thousand cubic feet, to make 
extensions of mains, and run free services, 
and to continue the standard of service 
that has been given, and thus comply with 
the terms of the ordinance and franchise 
of June 22, 1908. The company, therefore, 
invites a recision and annulment of said 
rdinance and franchise, and wiil walve any 
notice required to be mven, and any in- 
formality in the procedure, and will agree 
that action on annulment arid recision may 
be taken by the city councii without the 
formality of a hearing. 

2. In the event of the annulment of 
the said ordinance and franchise the com- 
pany will continue to furnish the highest 
quality of gas and the very best service 
possible, and the price emarged for gas an« 
any disputes with regard to service shall 
be subject to adjustment under the pro- 
visions of the arbitration statute of the 
atate of Michigan, which we believe to he 
a fair and honorable way of adjusting any 
differences between the Gas company and 
the people of the city of Lansing. In 
other words, we agree to arbitrate all dif- 
‘ferences until such time as the city of 
Lansing grants us a new franchise under 
which it will be possible for us to operate, 

3. In the event that the city council, re- 
fuses to annul the present franchise, you 
will immediately instruct the local man- 
ager to reduce the quality of gas on May 1 
to a point where the company can afford to 
furhish it at 80 cents without showing a 
loss after paying operating expenses and all 
taxes, depreciation and fixed charges. My 
present thought is that you wiil have to 
reduce the quality of gas to about 450 B. 
t. u.’a. You witl also Instruct the focal 
manager to make no extensions of mains, 
and to run no services, unless the appli- 
cant for the extension of mains and the 
running of services is willing to pay the 
full cost in advance, and will waive any 
right that he may have against the com- 
pany to recover the gayment. Also in- 
struct him to do no free work whatever. 

4. You wili instruct the local counsel! 
for the company to defend any suity 
brought against the company, either for 
penalties for failure to deliver 600 B. t. u. 
gas, or to compel the extension of mains 
or running of services, and in event of de- 
cision against the company in the lower 
court, to take an ayppeal to the highest 
court of the state, and from there to the 
United States courts. He is to take this 
action in every suit brought, and is to maks 
no agreement as to the facts or the iaw 
in any case, but to contest in ¢éach in- 
stance any action brought against the 
company. If a suit is brought by the city 
for penalty for fatiure to furnish 600 B. 
t. u. gas, as provided by section 13 of the 
ordinance, it seems to me that an absolute 
defense ‘can be made on the ground of im- 
possibility of performance, and I do not 
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believe that any court will enforce the pen 
alty. The action of the United States cour 
in the Holland Gas company case indi- 
catea the attitude of courts on a subjeck 
of this kind, If any suit is brought #& 
compe] the laying of mains or the running!

ORDINANCES. 


Unanimous consent being granted Ald, 
Bell introduced the following ordinance 
which was read a first and second time hy 
its title and referred to the committee on 
ordinances: , 

An ordinance to regulate and contro} the 
sale of milk and milk products within the 
city of Lansing, and to provide for the in- 
spection of dairy herds, dairies, miik 
plants, bottling stations, ice cream fac- 
tories and other piaces where milk or 
miik products are produced or solid 

Section 1. The city of Lafsing ordains: 
No person, firm or corporation shall engage 
in the sale, delivery or distribution of milk, 
cream, butter or ice cream within the city 
of Lansing without a license therefore ag 
hereinafter provided. For the purpose of 
this ordinance the word “milk” shall in- 
clude whole sweet milk, skimmed miik, 
sour milk, buttermilk and cream. Th!s or- 
dinance shall he construed as applying sev- 
eraily to the different classes of persons li- 
censed hereunder. 

Section 2. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, except common cnarriers, desiring to 
handle, transport, keep for sale, sell, barter 
or traffic in milk, butter or ice cream, 
within the city of Lansing, shall make ap- 
plication in writing for permission to do 30 
to the board of health of said city of Lan- 
sing, upon blanks to be provided by said 
board. Said board shall require every such 
applicant to state in writing upon said 
blanks: 

First: The applicant’s full name, reai- 
dence and postoffice address, and whether 


puch applicant is an individual, firm or 
corporation. 
Becond. The location of applicant’s place 


or pirces of business, together with the 
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piace or places where any milk, butter or 
ice cream is kept, handled or sold by said ~ 
applicant, together with the location of the 
dairy farms or other places from which 
the milk. butter or ice cream so handied 
or to be handled is obtained or produced. 

Third. The names and addresses of all 
intermediate persons or agencies who han- 
die the milk, butter or ice cream between 
the places or place where such milk, but- 
ter or ice cream ig received by the appli- 
Cant, together with a statement of the 
method of transporting such milk, butter or 
ice cream. : 

Fourth. The manner in which said ap- 
plicant intends to dispose of miik, butter 
or ice cream after receiving a license there- 
for as herein provided. . 

Fifth, An agreement that said applicant 
will notify the milk inspector of any in- 
tended change of supply, as required in 
subdivision two of this section before mak- 
ing such changes. 

Sixth. An agreement that said appli- 
cant will allow the milk inspector to take 
samples of miik, cream, butter or ice 
cream, at any time, free of charge not ex- 
ceeding 4 pints of milk, 2 pints of cream, 
1 quart of ice cream or 1 pound of butter 
per month for analysis. 

Section 3. Upon the signing of such ap- 
plication by the applicant, or someone duly 
authorized by him in writing, said board of 
health shall make or cause to be made, an 
investigation to ascertain whether such ap- 
plicant and those who furnish milk, butter 
or ice cream for such applicant are in a 
position to observe, and are willing to ob- 
serve, the terme and conditions of 
this ordinance, and said applicant shail 
agree to permit said board, or any member 
or representative thereof to go upon the 
premises of any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, from which such applicant may re- 
ceive or intend to ve milk, butter or 
ice cream for eonsumption tn said city of 
Lansing and shall permit said board, or 
its representatives, to inspect the meth-. 
ods employed by said applicant for hand- 
ling milk, butter, or ice cream and caring 
for the same when received, and shall 
permit said board or its representatives to 
examine at any time desired, the utensils 
used in handling said milk, butter and ice 
cream, and give fulf and complete in- 
spection thereof from the time the same 
comes into the controi of the applicant 
until the same is soid and delivered by 
him; and if it shall appear to said Board 
of Health after such investigation that 
said applicant is tn a position to furnish 
cfean, pure, healthy, wholesome and un- 
adulterated milk, butter or ice cream te. 
his customers, if he is Hcensed so to do 
by said Board of Health, then said Board 
Shall endorse upon such application a 
favorable report and transmit the appli- 
cation to the City Clerk of the city of 
Lansing, who ehall issue a license to any 
person complying with the. provisions of 
this ordinance upon payment to the -City 
Treasurer of the following fees: 

For engaging in the business of the sale, 
delivery and distribution of milk the sum 
of one dollar for each wagon or other ve- 
hicle used in said business and also the 
Bum of one dollar for each producer from 
whem milk is procured by the applicant 
for said license. The applicant shall be 
entitled to reimburse himself for the lat- 
ter fee by collecting the same from the 
producer, 
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For maintaining a milk piant, depot or 


- creamery within the city of Lansing, the 


sum of two dollars. 

For the manufacture and sale of ice 
cream, the sum of two dollars for each 
factory or place where ice cream is man- 
ufactured for sale. 

For pediding ice cream within the city 
of Lansing, whether by the manufacturer 
or other person, the sum of one dollar for 
each wagon or other vehicle used in said 
business... Provided, that no fee shall be 
charged for wagons or other vehicles used 


only in delivering ice cream soid at whole- 


sate from a factory or place of business 
upon which a license fee has been paid; 
and provided further that a licensed ven- 
der shall be required to secure a license 
to peddle milk or miik products but shall 
not be required to pay an additional fee 
for such license. 

Ali other. persons or piacea of business 
including grocery etores and soda foun- 
tains, selling or keeping for sale at whole- 
saie or retail, milk, butter and ice cream 
or any or all of these products, within the 
city of Lansing, shali pay a license fee of 
one dollar. 

Section 4, The city clerk shall number 
each license consecutively in the order of 
their Issuance and the licensee, if a dis- 
tributor of mflk, butter or ice cream shall 
at all times have the number of his license 
displayed in plain letters at least 1-2 Inch 
in helght on the outside of each vehicie 
used In distributing or selling milk, butter 
or ice cream under the provisions of this 
ordinance. Licenses shall not be trans- 
ferabie. No license shall be issued until 
the application therefore has been ap- 
proved by the Board of Health. Any li- 
cense may be.revoked by the Board of 
Health at its discretion when it Ils found 
that the licensee ha's failed to observe the 
terms of this ordinance, 


Section 5. The following are the rules 
for the production, transportation, hand- 
ling and delivering of ail milk, butter 


and ice cream sold within the city of 
Lansing: 

1. (a) If raw milk fa sold, the health 
of the cattle from which the same lis drawn 
must be determined by the tuberculin test 
and a physical examination by a compe- 
tent veterinarian approved by the state 
live stock sanitary commiselon and city 
board of heaith. They must be tested at 
least once a year and where- reactors are 
found they must he removed and a retest 
of the herd conducted within six months, 
The miik Ingpector shali in ail cases be 
notified before the tuberculin test is ap- 


~pited and after application of the test the 


animals must be tagged in such manner 
as to supply a re of the examination, 

(bh) If the milk is sold as ‘‘paasteurized 
m‘lk’* the health of the cow or herds of 
cogs from which the same is drawn, muat 
be determined by a physicai examination 
conducted at least once a year by a com- 
petent veterinarian. Ail cows showing 
definite or suspicious symptoms of any In- 
fectuous or contagious disease must be re- 
moved from the herd and the tuberculin 
test applied with negative results before 
they will be allowed to be reinstated, 

2. Every operator of a dairy farm, milk 
piant, creamery or ice cream piant must 
within 24 hours, notify the city health de- 
partment of the presence of any communi- 
eable disease on his farm or among those 
persons handling his milk. 
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3. The water supply on premises where 
milk, butter or ice cream is produced must 
be abundant and protected from contamin- 
ation, It must be free from any disease 
producing organisme. 

4. Privies on dairy farms must be lo- 


cated at least 60 feet away from wells and | 
50 feet from places where cows are kept, 


they must be fly-proof, and provided with 
a water tight receptacle for the excreta. 
Tre excreta must be removed ea 
and buried at least two feet deep, where it 
cannot contaminate the water supply. 

5. Cows must be housed in a separate 
compartment from other animals. Said 
compartments must be entirely separated 
from compartments in which other animals 
are kept by tight partitions and tight fit- 
ting doors, at least 4 square feet of win- 
dow light must be provided for each cow. 

6. While being milked, the cows must be 
clean. They must be free from accumula- 
tions of dirt and their udders and flanks 
must be wiped with a ciean, damp cioth 
just previous to milking. 

7, Miiking must be done with clean, dry 
hands or withh a properly sterilized me- 
chanical milker. Milkers must wear 
clean clothing while milking. Some type 
of smali top mliking pail must be used. 

8. Milk must be removed as soon as 
drawn, to a clean place, strained through 
a sterile cotton or other efficient strainer, 
and be cooled within one hour to 55 de- 
grees F. or less. It must be kept covered 
and be held below 55 degrees F. at all 
times except during pasteurization, until 
delivered to the consumer. 

9, All machinery, cans, bottles and 
other utensiis which come in contact with 
milk, butter or ice cream, must be thor- 
oughly washed and sterilized for at least 
five minutes with steam or bolling water. 
They must be kept inverted and protect- 
ed from contamipation unt{l ueed. 

Section 6. No person shall after May 
1st., 1918, sell or offer for sale within the 
clty of Lansing any ice cream or butter 
unless produced from mNHk secured from 
herds of cattle that have been! tuberculin 
tested in accordance with this ordinance 
or unless produced from milk or cream 
that has been pasteurized in accordance 
with the provisions of this ordinance, Pro- 
vided, that nothing in this ordinance shall 
be construed as applying to so called “‘ren- 
ovated butter’ or any other grade or brand 
of butter manufactured or sold under a 
federal license. 
ages of butter and ice cream must be 
piainiy labeled with name of manufact- 
urer and a statement as to whether pro- 
duced from milk secured from _ tubercu- 
lin tested herds of cattle or from pasteu- 
rized milk or cream. 

Section 7. No distributor 
May ist.. 1918, sellor offer 


shall after 
for sale any 


raw milk unless all of the cows of such__ 


herd are free from tuberculosis as deter- 
mined by a test as above provided. In 
case any distributor shall desire to obtain 
miik from producers other than those 
named in his application for license, he 
shail report their names to the city clerk 
and shall pay the city treasurer a fee of 
one doliar for each of sald producers. In 
all cases the expense of making the tests 
for tuberculosis or other diseases shali 
be pald by the owner of the head. . 
Section 8. No milk, butter or ice cream 
shall be offered for sale or sold to the 
consumer in the city of Lansing which 1s 
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unwholesome, adulterated or impure, For 
“the purpose of this ordinance, milk shall 
be considered unwholesome, adulterated or 
impure when it 

A. Contains any preservative whatever. 

B. Has had any water or other foreign 
substance added. 

C. Has a temperature of more than 55 
degrees F. 

D. Has, if milk iess than 3% per cent 
butter fat or less than 12.5 per cent, of 
totai milk soltds, or if cream iess than 18 
per cent butter fat. If sklmmed milk ie 
sold the- specific gravity at 60 per cent F., 
must be between 1.032 and 1.0387. 

E. Has not a specific gravity between 
1.029 and 1.038 at 60 degrees Fahrenheit. 
This does not apply to cream, nae ioe 
milk or buttermilk. 

F, Comes from cows fed upon swill, 
warbage, or refuse. 

G. Is drawn from cows within 15 days 
before or~6 days after parturition. 

H. Comes from iocalities where the at- 
tendants are affected with or exposed to 
infectious or contagious disease. 

I, Is placed in containers which are not 
properly washed or aterilided orare washed 
or rinsed with polluted water. 

J. Shows by test more than 200,000 bac- 
teria per cubic centimeter if raw whole 
milk, 50,000 bact bn per cubic centimeter 
it pasteurized mi 500,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter i raw cream and 200,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter if pasteurized 
cream, 

\ Section 9; All pasteurization of milk 

‘shali be done at approximately 145 degrees 
F. and never less than 142 degrees F. and 
maintained at such .temperature for at 
least 30 minutes in a pasteurizing plant 
approved by the city board of health and 
with apparatus equipped with automatic 
self recording temperature device. No milk 
shall be pasteurized more‘than once. The 
bacteriai count before pasteurization shall 
not be over 1,500,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. All such milk shall be put in 
sterlized ontainers and bottled at the 
piant. Pasteurized milk offered for sale 
must be labeled ‘Pasteurized,’’ 

Section 10. No milk snall be used or 
sold which comes from any place where 
there is a contagious disease except by 
permission of the health officer of the city 
of Lansing or until after fumigation of 
the premises by said health officer or his 
duly authorized agent, and permission ob- 
tained in writing from said health officer. 
Bottles left at any piace where there 1s a 


r contagious disease, shal! not be collected 


and used until after disinfection under the 
direction of said health officer. 

Section 11. Unless otherwise provided 
herein, milk shall not be sold or offered 
for sale or delivered, except in bottles, or 
in cans approved by the milk inspector 

which cans shall be of not less than one 
gallon capacity, and which bottles or cans 
shali not be used for any other purpose. 
Bettles and cans must be fiiled only at the 
dairy and such other places as the milk 
_ inapector has approved. The cleansing 

and sterilizing of ail bottles and milk 
utensils shall be subject to the approval 
of the health officer or milk inspector. 

Section 12. 
out the provisions of this ordinance the 
board of health, health officer, milk in- 
spector or his assistants, shall have the 
right at any and all times to enter the 
premises, of any person licensed under 


For the purpose of carrying» 
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dairy and herd, and to appropriate a suf- 
ficient amount of milk or milk products for 
examination and analysis. The result of 
such examination shall be made public 
records and may be published. The board 
of health, health officer, or milk inspector 
shail have equal rights upon the premises 
of anyone from whom a Lcensee procures 
or hds given notice of his intention to pro- 
cure milk. 

Section 13. The health otaae, milk in- 
spector or his assistants may condemn or 


exclude from sale, delivery or distribution —— 


in the city of Lansing any milk which has 
been procured in whole or in part on any 
premises to which access for the purpose 


of inspection has been refused the’ board  — 


of heaith, heaith officer, milk inspector or 
assistants. The said board of health, 
health officer, milk inspector or assistants, 
may seize and confiscate any milk, butter 
or ice cream held, offered or exposed for 
sale or held with intent to sell, deliver or 
distribute in the city of Lansing contrary 
to any part of this ordinance, and may 
pour out, color or otherwise denaturize 
any miik, cream, butter or ice cream so 
seized, to prevent the use of same for 
human food. Any of the said officials or 
any of their assistants may fix or cause to 
be affixed to any can, veasel, receptacle or 


‘ other container, containing milk, butter or 


ice cream, a card or tag stating the same 
has been condemned and the reason there- 
for, and the said tag or card so affixed, 
shall be deemed due and suffictent notice 
of such condemnation. No milk = con- 
demned as herein provided. shail be used 
for human food, sold, offered or exposed 
for sale, delivery or distribution, in this 
city. ® 

Section 14. Skimmed milk, sour milk 
or buttermilk must be flainly labeled and 
transported in containers approved by the 
health officer or milk inspector. No milk 
or miik products except ice cream shail 
be dipped from open cans, Rusty and bat- 
tered cans and utensils are prohibited. It 
shail be the duty of all patrons to wash 
all botties and cans in scalding water ana 
return to the distributor from whom re- 
ceived. It shall be uniawful for patrons to 
use such bottles or cans except as con- 
tainers of milk. 

Section 15. No person licensed hereun- 
der shall use any can, bottle, or container 
unless his name or other distinguishing 
mark registered with the health officer. 
shall appear’In a conspicuous place there- 
on; provided, such name or distinguishing 
mark may be printed upon caps or other 
sealing devices of bottles, It shall be un- 
jlawful for any person to conduct a busi- 
ness of buying, selling or 6ffering for sale 
any second hand milk botties or milk cans 
within the city of Lansing. All milk bot- 
tles and cans must be returned to the di@ 
tributor who supplied them. 

Section 16. Any person producing miik, 
ice cream or butter for sale or selling 
milk, ice cream or butter in any manner 


. or form within the city of Lansing who 


advertises, publishes or makes any false 
statements in regards to the cows from 
which he obtains milk having been ex- 
amined for tuberculosis or any other in- 
fectious dlsease ‘under the provisions of 
this ordindénce, or who makes any untrue 
or false statements regarding, the condi 
tion of his herd, the purity éf his milk 
cream, butter or ice cream, the premises

Section 17.: Any person owning, manag- 
ing or operating any hotel, restaurant or 
other -place where meals or lunches are 
served or sold in this city, who shall serve, 
sell or expose milk, cream, butter or ice 
cream for sale, shall be subject to the re- 
quirements of this ordinance and the in- 
spection herein provided for; provided that 
no license’ shall be’ required from such 
hotel, restaurant or other place, unlese 
milk, butter or ice cream shall be sold 
at wholesale or retail and the same to 
leave the premises. Milk or milk products 
in any place shall not be taken from the 
original bottle, can or other contalner ex- 
cept for the purpose of immediately serv- 
ing or ,using same. 

Section 18. All wagons or other vehlc« 
les used for the sale, dellvery or distribu-~ 
tion of milk, butter or ice cream shall be 
covered with canvas or other sultable ma- 
terial which will adequately protect the 
contents of the sald wagon or _ vehicle 
from the rays of the sun, dust and insects. 
And all wagons, vehicles, crates and uten- 
sils used for the sale, delivery, distribu- 
tion, handling and storage of milk, butter 
and ice cream shall at all timeg be kept in 
a clean and sanitary condition and free 
from any substance or material which may 
contaminate the sald milk, butter or ice 
cream.

Gentiemen:— 

Today brings to a close my third term 
q as chief executive of this city, and I wish 
’ at this time to express to you ail my ap- 
a | preciation of the support and co-operation 
which has been given to me by the city 
council, as well as by other city officiais 
and employes. Whatever success a man 
may achieve as chief executive depends 
F largely upon such support and co-opera- 
- tion, and upon harmony in the various de- 
} _ partments of the city government. I 
therefore feel that I owe much to you all, 
and that I may have accomplished more 
than a much abier man might have done 

d had he not had your support, 
Lg During the past six years this city has 
\ had an unprecedented growth and the citv 
¥ government has been confronted with 
» >» many difficult problems, occasioned by 
e the growth and the unusual conditions ex- 
isting. These problems have, in my judg- 
ment, been solved in a manner very cred- 
itable to those upon whom the burden has 
! rested and satisfactorily to the public. It 
has been our policy to retain all that was 
desirable in our system of government and

5 : ever we found that Improvement could be 


to make changes and innovations when- 
made 
4 I shall not take the tlme now to review 
in detail the accomplishments of this ad- 
; ministration, but among the most items of 
progress { will mention the following: 


1. Equipping a bya for the construc-~- 
tion of pavements by the city government 
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at actual cost to the taxpayers. Our 
pavementa, built under this system, are > 
of an excelient character, and we feel that 
no mistake was made in adopting this 
method of handiing pavement construc- 
tion. Ten miles, or 203,047 square yarda, 
of paving have thus been iaid. The same 
is also true of sidewalk construction. This 


was formerly done by contract, but during © 
the past three years have been laid by the_ 


city, so that the taxpayers have received 
the same at actual cost. This work has 
been done under the aupervision of the 
superintendent of public works. During 
the last year alone nearly 300,000 square 
feet of sidewalk have been laid in this 
way. 


A great deal of attention has also been™ . 
given to the unpaved streets of the city. = 


Twelve miles of grading at a cost of 
$29.782.48, and graveling at a cost of $60,- 
756.35 has been done wpon these streets 


during the six years of my incumbency, 


We have during this time carried on ex- 
periments in treating streets with oil, ine 
stead of sprinkling with water, and in 


several wards the result has been found a 


to be very. satisfactory. 


2. Our system of controlling and hand- F 
ling the funds of the city has also been — 


improved, the electors of the city having — 
at the Aprii eiection, 1915, ratifled an 
amendment to the charter, proposed by 
the city council, 
comptroller, The inauguration of this 
change has resulted in a more careful ex- 
penditure of money by ali the departments 
of the city government. In consequence 
of this change we have been able to ena 
tirely wipe out a floating indebtedness 
which In the spring of 1916 amounted to 
the sum of $132,141.33."

3. Our public health service has been 
enlarged and placed in the hands of a 
flon-partisan board, which has given the 
subject of public health apecial study and 
attention. This change also has been in- 
augurated during my term as chief exec- — 
utive, the city council having submitted 
to a ratifying vote of the people a charter

amendment for this purpose at the April 
election of 1916. . 

4.. The question of garbage disposal! is 
one that has harassed this city, as it does 
every other American city, more or less; 
but after: various triale and much study 
of the problem we feel this city has ar- 
rived at the most economical and. satis- 
factory soiution of the problem. A city 
piggery was established and placed on a 
paying basis before we were brought face 
to face with the necessity of conserving 
the country’s food supply. The federal 
government has endorsed the plan of con- 
serving clean garbage by using !t as a 
food for hogs, so that the method now in 
use in this elty is not only expedient but 
becomes a patriotic duty. The city pig- 
gery has attracted the attention of a great 
number of cities \throughout the United 
States. 

5. The public market, established in 
1913, has been well patronized hoth by, the 
citizens of this city and the farmers from 
the surrounding country, and has been a 


great factor in bringing together the pro- 


ducer and consumer to the mutual bene- 
fit and advantage of all concerned. The 
market is centrally located and should in 
the future, as In the past, be of great 
value to the people of this city. 

6. The providing of city sheds for the 
storage of city property, and the estab- 
lishment of repair shops, has resulted in 
is saving of much time and money to the 
city. 

¥. The electric light and water plant 
has been greatly enlarged and improved 
during the past few years. Two new 
water reservoirs, each of 3,600,000 gallons 
capacity, are now well under way, and 
the plant is in other ways, being enlarged 
to meet the demanda made upon it by the 
The plant 
is known far and wide as a model of its 
kind, and too much credit cannot be given 
to the members of the board which has 
this utllity in its keeping. 

8. The fire department has added to its 
motor equipment and has also made pro- 
vision for a new aerial truck—apparatus 
made necessary by the many new and 
spiendid buildings in the commercial dis- 
One new fire. station 
has been erected and another is about to 
be begun, to be Known ag Station No. 6, 
On account of improvements made in our 
water supply and the fire fighting equip- 
ment, the city has been listed for Insur- 
ance purposes in the foremost rank of 
Michigan cities. This step wili result in 
the saving of thousands of dollars in in- 
surance premiums to the owners of prop- 
erty in this city. 

%. The police department has develop- 
ed and improved and has been able to 
meet the additional duties devolved upon 
it by reason of war conditions in a moat 
creditable manner. Considering the iimi- 
tations upon the funds which we have been 
able to place at the disposal of this de- 
partment, I consider that the men who 
have served upon this board during my in- 
cumbency as mayor are to be congratu- 
lated upon their success in handling the 
affairs of both the fire and police depart- 
menta. 

10. Not only has the public peace and 
safety been well guarded asa already men- 
tioned, but in a larger sense has the pub- 
lic welfare and security been placed upon 
a firm foundation. I refer to the resuita 
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accomplished by the legal department of 
the city. Prior to 1912 it was quite fash- 
fonable in this city to question the valid- 
ity of ordinances and other local regula- 
tion. In two notable instances an entire 
revision of the ordinances was set aside 
as irregularly adopted. In contradiatinc- 
tion to this it is gratifying to note that 
although in several instances the validity 
of charter provisions has been questioned, 
in not a single instance haa such a pro- 
vision been held invalid by the supreme 
court. In this same period of time not 
a single ordinance prosecution has failed 
because of any invalidity either in the or- 
dinance or In the passage thereof. Mdte- 
over, invasions of the rights of the pub- 
lic, both in the streams and the public 
highways of the city, have been promptly 
redresased / by injunctive proceedings, 
brought to a successful conclusion. The 
same rule applies to public utilities oper- 
ating in the city. Muniolpal rights and 
regulations cannot be said to be a by-word 
in this city. 

The present city charter makes pro- 
vision for the issuance of municipal bonds 
in small denominations and their sale to 
the citizens of the city. Upwards of $600,- 
000 of such bonds have thua been issued, 
and it is worthy of note that the validity 
of not a single issue of bonds, which hag 
recejved the approval of the city attorney, 
has been successfully challenged. I do 
not recall a single instance in which tax 
rolls, aside from sprinkling taxes, have 
been set aside. I recite these facts mere- 
ly because they are not generally known, 
and their existence has lent to the public 
welfare a sense of security which has 
bald been equaled in the history of the 
city, 
city of this state. 

These things are especially gratifying in 
view of-the enormous growth of the city 
and the tendency to disorganization where 
conditions are rapidly changing. The 
census of 1910 gave the city a population 
of 31,229. A conservative estimate now 
is 62,630. From an approximate total of 
138 factories at the beginning of my term 
as mayor the number has increased to 
446. Frome an approximate number of 6,- 
602 employed persons at that time the 
number has increased to 13,610, The pos- 
tal receipts in 1911: the firat year of my 
incumbency were $162,751.70, in 1917 they 
amounted to $301,910.89. 

This enormous growth has made neces- 
sary geographic changes in the city. A 


strip of territory one-half mile wide has 4. 


been added along the entire western and 
southern boundaries of the city together 
with the territory now known as the 
Eighth Ward. From a city of six wards 
in 1912, it hag grown to eight wards in 
1918. This great growth has made tm- 
perative certain civic improvements of 
which I fan only make brief mention, 
The resthouses in the parks and the one 
on E. Franklin avenue have been greatly 
appreciated by the public and I should 
like to see more of such structures built in 
this city. 
This city has been unusually fortunate 
in having citizens who have very gener- 
ously made valuable gifts ,to the public. 
Among those I would mentton Mr. J. W, 
Potter who gave to us elighty-seven acres 
of beautiful territory which is fast devel. 
oping into one of the most beautiful parks 


in-the state.

In compliance with this provision of ‘the 
oharter, I, at this time, deliver to you my 
first message. The city council,,under the 
law and under the charter of the city, is 
the legislative body of the city. It is the 
duty of your honorable body to enact such 
ordinances which, in your judgment, wilh 
best serve the interests of the public and 
to protect the public against wrong-do- 
ing and to preserve the rights of all per- 
sons and Inhabitants of our city. We 
should all take pride in the fact that we 
are inhabitants of our city. We should 
all take pride in the fact that we are ine 
habitants of the capital city of Michigan. 
It should be the aim and object of every 
citizen to make our city in every way the 
best city in the state. I know from my 


association with you gentlemen, most of 


that you all 
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have the best interest of the city at heart. 
We may have disagreed at times as to the 
beat method of procedure to take in some 
particular instance, but I have always be- 
lieved, and atill believe, that the members 
of this bo@y are all interested in the wel- 
fare of our city. 

I desire to say that I invite the counsel 
and advice from the members of your 
honorable body and other citizens of our 
elty. I shall from time to time as matters 
of importance arise, call upon the busi- 
ness and professional men, laboring men 
and the representatives of all classes for 
counsei and advice. Of course, it neces- 
sarily follows that I cannot act upon the 
advice of all, but I desire the heip and 
guidance, in the administration of the af- 
fairs of the city, of every citizen. ‘After 
I have received this advice and coun- 
gel, of course [I shall be obilged to 
act on that which seems to me to be for 


the best interest of ail concerned. 


‘Upder the charter the mayor shali de- 
vote his entire time to the city’s business 
and is a member of every board in the 
city government by virtue of his office. I 
shail from time to time apprize you of 
what I shail deem to be matters of suffi- 
cient importance to bring to your honor- 
able body’s attention. 

In this message one of the first things 
I wish to speak of is that of finance, and 
that which is necessarily to be considered 
with it, namely: taxation. 


FINANCE AND TAXATION. 


The city of Lansing is a municipal cor- 
poration endowed with power to enact laws 
pertaining to its loca) government. Con- 
siderable criticism has been offered, espe- 
cilaliy in the recent .campaign, in regard 
to the present form of government, in 
that it was not administered in the best 
way economicaily. Personaliy I do not 
beileve any form of government can be any 
better than its representatives. I do not 
see why the affairs of a municipal corpo- 
ration cannot be administered, financially, 
the same as a private corporation. The 
legiglative body of the city assisted by the 
various boards constitute the board of dt- 
rectors and officers of the municipality. 
It should be our aim to see that the same 
economy is practiced in the management 
of the city’s affairs as that of a private 
corporation, The dividends that we shali- 
render to the public: shali be in the form 
of lower taxes and efficient service. The 
city ia engaged in certain lines and enter- 
prises, for instance, the city does its own 
paving which is a big enterprise, and lay- 
ing of its sidewalks and construction of 
ita sewer system. We manufacture and 
distribute electricity. The city owns its 
own water piant. About both of which 
piants I shaii have more to say later. 
They represent a iarge amount of money 
and the success of these two splendid 
plants depends upon not only their suc- 
cessful management, from a_ technical 
poinf of view, but a great deal depends 
upon the board in its financial manage- 
ment, The Gity can be proud of its splen- 
did .park system, All these enterprises 
require the expenditure of large amounts 
of money. I have endeavored, so far as 
it lies in my power, to choose men to car- 
ry on these various enterprises of the city 
in the best possible manner so ag to elim- 
inate all unnecessary expense caused by 
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mismanagement, and, if the men whom I 
have selected and who are to be tonfirmed | 
by your honorable body cannot for any. 
reason perform the taska which they have 
undertaken they must be replaced by those _ 
who possess the necessary qualificationa, 
It shall be my aim and object to have 
service and that must be the only criter- 
ion or standard to govern us. 


TAXATION, 


In regard to taxation I urge for the 
consideration of your honorable body the 
equalization of assessment of property for 
taxation. I especialiy call your attention | 
to the unimproved real estate in the city 
which is not assessed at its true valua, 
but way below its true value. Some of 
this property is held by speculators whe 
are reaping the benefit of the {improvement | 
of adjoining property and are not bearing 
their share of the burden of taxation. Ali 
property should be assessed on the same 
standard. The laboring man’s Ittie home 
should not be assessed on any different 
ratio than the business man’s office bulld- 
ing or manufacturing establishment. Ali 
should bear thelr share of the public bur- 
den. The method of raising the revenue 
for pubilc purposes is by taxation of 
property, real and personal, and all prop. 
erty taxable under the ifaw should be as- 
f#essed according to its true cash value.’ 
If this is done there will be no necessity 
for raising the rate of taxation. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


This is one of the important depart- 
ments of the city government. The man 
at the head of this department should be 
a business man with practicai experience 
in such work. There is a vast need for 
improvement in thie department. This 
department has under its supervision the 
cleaning of our streets. Some method 
should be adopted whereby our pavements 
and streets shail be kept in a sanitary 
condition and ciean, and in this connec- 
tion I caii your, attention to the recent 
communication addressed to your honor- 
abie body from the board of health. While 
I urge the atrictest economy in the de- 
partments of the city, yet I do not beileve 
it to be for the people’s best interest to 
not keep this department in a high state 
of efficiency. The superintendent in 
charge of this department and work 
should see to it that all the city’s equip- 
ment is in good condition and that a busi- 
ness-like administration is had. I want to 
emphasize the fact that the teat shouid be 
“efficiency and not politics or personal 
preference,”’ In this connection I suggest 
that there ought to bé employed an auto- 
mobile mechanic, a man qualified to look 
after and repair the city’s trucks. The 
city is paylng out each and every month 
large sums for repair bills, which bills 
could be eliminated. The city now owns 
and has equipped a shop where this work 
could be done. The city is also the own- 


_ er of several automobiles for city work, 


I think that the trucks and automolbjlea 
shoulu all be painted a standard color and 
marked ‘City of Lansing.’”” These trucks 
or automobiles shouid not be used except 
on city business. All streets and high- 
ways of the city should be kept in a good 
state of repair, considering the use and 
travel thereon, 
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PAVEMENTS. 


The paving work, I am glad to be able 
to say ia, done by our city. While I think 
there is chance for improvement, yet, I 
think testi credit is due the en- 
gineering department of the city for the 
splendid work which has been done in that 
department. This is an enterprise of the 
city which requires the expenditure of 
large sums of money and should be given 
careful consideration. The use and travel 
of the streets should be taken into care- 
ful consideration. When the paving is 
done the best pavement is none too good, 
Cheap paving is sometimes very expen- 
sive in the end. It would be better to 
build less and to construct well what is 
done. The industries of the city should 
be taken into consideration, Pavements 
are of vital necessity and should keep. 
Progress with the city’s growth. In sev- 
eral places in the city there are diacon- 
nected sections of paving. I think it would 
be an advantage, as far as possible, to 
connect the different sections of paving 
80 as to make one continuous paved street. 
And, I belteve it would be to the best 
interest of the city if the city would, as 
heretofore, pay for one-half the paving, 
including intersections. This would en- 
courage and lessen the burden of paving 
to the property owners, especially in the 
outlying districts. As a matter of ec- 
onomy I believe it Would be a good plan if 
the city would own a warehouse in which 
it could store its paving material and 
other material,’ which could be purchased 
in lots at a time when it Wasa most ad- 
vantageous, and the same could be stored 
for use when needed, 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


This department is reaponsibie for the 
enforcement of the law. It is properly 
named the department of public safety. 
The health, morals and the good name of 
the city, to a large extent, is in the hands 
of this department, There has been, aa 
the members of your Honorable Body 
know, some unpleasant features in con- 
nection with the administration of this de- 
pattment of the city. Personally I regret 
that any such measures which it seems 
were necessary under the circumstances, 
had to be taken, because the failure of 
the police department of the city reflecta 
upon the city itself. The officers serving 
in the uniform of the city should be men 
of good character and men who are in 
sympathy with the atrict enforcement of 
the laws. This #hould be the policy 
throughott the entira department, These 
men represent the standing army of Lan- 
sing. The people of the state of Michi+ 
gan afe now confronted with a new situa- 
tion. JThe state prohibition law’ should 
be enforced strictly in accordance with 
Its terms, The success or fallure of this 
new policy of the state depends upon the 
officcrs of the law entrusted with Ita en- 
forcement. Lunsing, in this respect, must 
do its part, 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department is one of the de- 
partments of the city to which great con- 
sideration should he given, I belleve that 
it is economy to have the fire department 
the most efficient. The city is now pur- 
chasing an aerial truck a part of the equlp- 
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of the department. When this is 
in connection with the water works, 


dort, 


it will result in great saving to the city. — 


The insurance rate for the classification 
of the city as an insurance risk is due 
to a large extent to its fire equipment as 
well as to eliminating fire hazarda., It 
is the water department that furnishés 
the water, but it is the fire department 
that puts ut the, fires. The supply of 
water. would not save the city if we did 
not have a fire department to use, nor 
would an efficient fire department be of 
any account without water. 


CEMETERIES, PARKS AND 
. GROUNDS. 


PLAY- 


City parks are very essential to the hap- 
piness, comfort and niorals of the city. In 
fact a city is known by its parks. We do 
not have too many parks, One of the 
valuable additions to the city park system 
ia that of Potter Park. I believe that a 
reasonable expenditure of money in im- 
proving the parks would be a wise thing 
to do. The river drive which has been 
proposed by the citizens, I believe, would 
be a good thing. This is in continuation 
of Moores River Drive to the College. In 
this connectton I think that the dredging 
and straightening of certain portions of

Cedar River would be very beneficial, and # 


certainly/improve the park and the drive 
if constructed. Thése parks are the rest- 
ing places for the inhabitants of the city. 
I believe that indirectly they are a 
moral uplift to any community, and that 
a reasonable expenditure of money would 
be a good proposition. We are thankful 
to have certain citizens who are deeply 
interested in this subject, and who through 
their generosity have made it possible for 
the people of the city to enjoy our splen- 
did park system. To these men the inhab- 
itanta owe a debt of gratitude. While our 
parks are well located and fairly well de- 
veloped, yet, we are behind in acreage as 
compared with citles of the same or less 
population than ours. 

In connection with the city parks I 
would suggest that consideration be given 
to the playgrounds of the city, and in this 
respect I think great praise and credit 
ls due to the playground association, com- 
posed of interested citizens who are doing 
valuable work in this direction. The yalue 
of this proposition to the city cannot be 
estimated in dollars and cents. I would 
urge that all help, financial and otherwise, 
be extended to the playground proposition. 


CITY MARKET. 

The municipal market is the means 
whereby the farmer, the producer, nego- 
tiates and aselis his produce to the con- 
sumer. In a certain sense it may be said 
that the market as an institution Is in 
competition with certaln iInteresta. But 
for the best Interest of all concerned T 
believe the market if properly managed, 


£0 that the original purpose be given effect, 


is a good thing for all concerned. The 
advantages to be obtained from the market 
should be such as to be an inducement for 
our people to patronize it. If the people 
are compelled to pay as much. or more at 
the public market for their produte there 
will be no encouragement to patronize it. 
People patronize the market because they 
can get the produce directly from the 
farmtr in a good condition, and the cus- 
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tomer has the right to expect that the 
cost of retailing the same would be some- 
what reduced. The officer in charge of the 
market should be a person who has the 
ar interest and is in sympathy with the pur- 
4 pose of the market.’ It is the duty of 
. this officer to see that the people are 
. properly protected from short weight and 
short measures, not only at the market 
= but at all retail places handiing there 
‘ commodities in the city. - The ordinance 
governing the market should be rigidly 
enforced, and wherever the same is not 
covered by ordinance I would urge that 
proper legislation be passed to give full 
force and effect to the purpose of institu- 
ting the market. 


GARBAGE DISPOSAL. 


This question, until recently, has been 
one of the most annoying probiems in our 
= city. The city has tried the experiment 
of contracting the disposal of garbage to 
private concerns, and by experience knows 
that the method has falled. We are now 
disposing of the garbage in a more senal- 
ble manner; that of feeding it to the hogs 
at the hog farm, owned and operated by 
the city. ‘The garbage is collected by 
the city, taken to the hog farm and there 
fed to the hogs, which are the property 
-of the city. This is certalnly one check 
on the great waste. I urge for your 
careful consideration, and I hope that 
each member of the council will make a 
personal investigation tnto this question 
of garbage disposal. I have received a 
’ very comprehensive report from Dr. Schu- 
bel who now has charge of this depart- 
ment of work. One of the things which 
Dr, Schubel speaks of in his report is that 
_ of finding glass and pieces of crockery and 
D other matters mixed in with the garbage, 
’ which makes it highly dangerous to feed 
to the hogs. This is strictly against the 
ordinance. Alii persons should be report- 
ed who are. guilty of such offenses and 
j  gphould be prosecuted for doing such work. 
While Dr. Schubel has just recentiy taken 
hold of this proposition his report shows 
that he has the matter well in hahd. 
¥ think the present method of handiing this 
problem is the best tlrat has so far been 
found, Financiaily, ‘I consider it a suoc- 
’ cess. Dr. Sghubel has furnished me with

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The board of health in a way is the 
most important board in the city. This 
board is the guardian of the  people’s 
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health. I urge thé co-operation of this 
board with the other boards in the city — 
in.the furtherance of ita work, especially — 
with the school board, with which board 
it has considerable to do. This board can, 
and has, saved the people of the city — 
large sums of money, ag well as a pro-~ 
tection against slckness and disease. 1 
would urge that this board be given all — 
reasonable support with which to carry 

out its plans for the protection and safety 

of the health of our citizens. As a sug- 
gestion for increpsing the efficiency of this — 
valuable department I wouid suggest that 

the office of health officer and city phy- 

siclan he combined Into one person and 

a high class man be placed in charge of 

this department of work; with ail proper — 
means and assistance to'carry on the work — 
of this department in the way it should be | 
done, The board of health has requested 
assistance in the sanitary inspection of 
its work, and, upon investigation, I found 
that the basis for the request is weil 
founded. I would urge that this he given 
your careful consideration, I would sug- 
gest combining plumbing and sewer and 
building inspector in one person, especi- 
ally for the present time, and to give some 
assistance along this iine,. There were 
over 1,800 inspections made by the gsani- 
tary inspection department in the period 
of five and one-half months and the ground 
This ia very import- 
ant to the health of the people of the 
city. I would urge your careful consider-. 
ation of this important part of the work 
of the board of health. 


ELECTRIC LIGHT AND WATER WORKS. 


These two vaiuable piants are the prop- | 
erty of the city. The people of our city 
should feel proud to be the owners of two 
such splendid plants. Lansing is known 
throughout the state for its splendid water. 
I cali your attention-to the fact that the 
people of the city of Lansing are now 
reaping the benefit-of approximately $175,- 
000, in reduced insurance costs annually, 
due to our splendid water works depart- 
ment in connection with the fire depart- 
ment. Aside from this benefit our peopie — 
are daily recaiving the benefit of the best 
service, at the least possible rate in the 
cost of electric current, .The people of our 








plied by private corporations are paying. 
I think the people have had the benefit 
of splendid management under Mr, Crane. 
The service of these two splendid plants to — 
the people of the city should be an in- © 
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apiration to own, operate and control other 
utilities which directly affect the people’s 
‘I.cannot lay before you in any 
better way what these two plants repre- 
sent than to incorporate in this message 
the report that I have received from Super- 
intendent Crane concerning the cost and 
the extension of the work of these two 
plants are now doing under the splendid 
management of our electric Hght and 
water board. If all departments of the 
city are as well looked after and cared 
for ars these two departments I do not be- 
lieve there will be very much criticism

SEWAGE. 


Owing to the very rapid growth in popu- 
lation, the city having doubled its popula- 
tion in the jiast seven years, one of the 
big problems is that of the sewer system. 
Sewera must be constructed with a view 
of the city’s continuous growth. The time 
undoubtedly will come in the growth of 
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the 
have to be: disposed of Other,than that of 
dumping it into Grand river, which ts 


nothing more nor less than an open sewer. 


running through the heart of our beauti- 
ful city. I incorporate herein a report 
which I have received from Mr. Goodrich, 
city engineer, on this question. It contains 
some very valuable data and suggestions 
on this important question which no doubt 
will be of benefit to. your honorable body 
in handling this problem. 

Lansing has doubled its population in 
last seven years. — 

Lansing will probably double again in 
next 20 years and be three times its pres- 
ent size in 30 yeara, ‘’é- 
A city of 180,000 will have more people 


per acre than one of 60,000 because of — 


flats and apartment houses. 

Lansing when 180,000, will cover at least 
twice the present area. This wili include 
a strip at least haif a mile wide around 
the entire city, and wider than that at 
some points. 

Complete information as to the topog- 
raphy and drainage of this new territory 
and the probable character of the devel- 
opment, (whether factory or residence) 
must be had before comprehensive sewer 
dealgns can be made. 

There are 30 sewers, large and smail, 
discharging into Grand river and Cedar 
river, 

This becomes a nuisance at times of low 
water and a menace to health which ine 
creases every year as Lansing grows. 

Many old sewers are now inadequate 
and shouid be replaced. Many sewers 
large enough for sanitary purposes are now 
used for both storm and sanitary sewage. 

Pumping stations should be installed on 
low arezs sub}ect to overflow. _ 

Provisicn should be made to carry all 
sanitary sewage below the city where dis- 
posal work can be installed when required. 

Intercepting sewers, storm sewers and 
sanitary sewers should be planned to take 
care of the city for the next 30 years and 
ali extensions and new additions should be 
built up in accordance with this plan. 
Old sewers in settied districts should be 
carefully investigated and enlarged or 
additions made where required to care for 
future growth. 


PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


The city needs the service of the public 
utilities and the public utilittes need the 
good will of the citizens. Both have ris te 
which shouid be respected. Personally 
have no desire, nor do I belleve does your 
honorable body, to deprive any public util- 


ity of its just rights under the law and 


under its franchise. The city is not a 
charitable institution, and it has the right 
to expect the public utilities )to perform 
their contracts made in good faith with 
the city. I regret that at the present 
time, that at the very beginning of my 
administration that we are now engaged 
in a litigation against one of our public 
utilities. I regret that the management 
of this utility has deemed it a wise poi- 
icy to take the course that it has. The 
manufacture and distribution of gas for 
illuminating and heating purposes ig very 
essential to the prosperity and needs of the 
city. The most serlous consequences would 
foliow the sudden d@iscontinuance or iow- 
ering of the standard to such a poin 


city when the city’s sewage will 
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the same would not be serviceable. 
The city iself {is engaged in the work of 
one of these utilities of which I have 
spoken. Of the successful management 
and operation of that utility every citizen 
should feel justly proud. Our people are 
receiving electric current at a rate less 
than half what the people of cities are 
paying where the same is produced by 
private corporations. I do not see why 
the same advantages cannot be obtained 
in the manufacture and distribution of 
gas as the advantages from the municipal 
Operation of other utilities, but, this ques- 
tlon-is not before us. The pubile utility 
companies are here. They have rights 
which must be respected. 
also have rights which must be respected. 
I stand for integrity of contract, and no 
public utility should be permitted while 
enjoying the franchise privileges of the 
city, to violate its contracts. This criti- 
cism is not against the Lansing Fuel & 
Gas Company alone. The Michigan Power 
Company, another public utility serving 
the people, has been charging in excess of 
the rate agreed upon, and consumers of 
steam heat will have paid during the sea- 
son of 1917 and 1918 an amount of about 
360,000 in excess of the rate as provided 
in its franchise. The argument is made 
that these utility companies should have 
the right during these’ extraordinary 
times to charge this excess. To that doc- 
trine I cannot subscribe. If that princi- 


pal is correct there are hundreds of per-— 


sons, firms and corporations who would 
have the same right to violate their con- 
tracts and be free from the consequences 
of the same simply because we are at 
war. The war, we know, will end, and we 
hope the end is near, but, when it does 
end our country will return to normal con- 
ditions. Should the contracts made with 
these public utility companies, which they 
voluntthrily entered into, be annulled sim- 
ply because we are at war? I belleve that 
these companies, like the others, should 
be willing to make their sacrifice. I clalm 
that this is no time for increasing the 
coset of living which is now beyond that 
which a great many of our people can 
barely meet. 

Lastly,, gentlemen of the council, we 
must not forget that our nation is engaged 
in the most titanic struggle the world has 
ever seen. In the words of our president 
our boys are fighting this very moment on 
foreign soil to make the world ‘‘safe for 
democracy.’’ There are a great many 6Nn= 
emies of our government in this country, 
some of them in our midst. I do not up- 
hold » lawless eas or encourage mob vio- 
lence I thi our government should pass 
stringent laws controlling this question. 
But there is a duty upon me, upon you, 
and upon every citizen to stand isyelly be- 
hind the government. 

I want to congratulate the women of 
our city for their splendld work that they 
are now doing in the registration of wom- 
en, and inthe -splendid work done for 
the Red Cross. 

The ocne big problem confronting the 
American people today is to win the war, 

In that struggle we all have a part. We 
may not be able to fight in the army or 
navy; some of us have boys who are now 
serving their country, but we can all see 
to it that while they are fighting for the 
republic those people who remain at home 
shall not go unpunished, if guilty, of
